Bui getting bar to tho Home and getting 
her saved were two tscj different thing], 
as we soon found. Having been so long 
without any restraint whatever shs fell 
many things in the Home very irksome. 
Tbe mere fuel of otir rising at a regular 
hour Reamed lmrdoii9ome, and so of every 
regulation in the Home. Than, oh, how 
Eva would Hiorui I If she were in the 
kitchen, dishes, pote. and pans would be 
dashed in every direotion ; wherever she 
waa something Jiad lo "go." Indeed, on 
more than one oceanion she determined and 
ptsnnei to go herself. 

Many a runaway scheme has sha map- 
ped out, but something always bald her 
back. It seemed impossible for her to 
gain the ma^iery of her tongue. When 
her temper was roneed do one *raa free 
from horabuse. Butwhat aGod tsoural 
As the months rolled by the meetings she 
attended, and more tbeu all, the lives of 
the officer* in the Home began to have 
their effect upon Eva'a heart. So nnoicd 
to love end kindness, tbe untiring efforts 
of the officers, despite her cruel word* and 
actions, gradually softened ths hardness 
end the tender ononis in her heart hegan 
to vibrate.

says Bill," I was a -drunkard and every- 
body knew it. I well remembsr tha first 
time 1 got drank, my father and motor: 
used to Bend me to the saloons for beer, 
and than, give me ' some tat fetching it, 
Then they took me to the beer* shop* with 
tbera, and'aoon I could drink aa much as 
they could. The men need to sing aonge 
in the'iiluOii^ which I qniciiv iesmsu, 
and in a very short time I was abb by my 
singing to get all tbe beer and whiskey I 
wanted for myself and for my parents loo. 
We used to have a sort of a "Free and 
Easy" avery Saturday night, with dancing 
and song, and music Bill waa always 
found there, and 1 always want home 

"Whersrerl went I waa noted aa one 
of the champion gamblera, and whenever 
I entered a saloon there would be some- 
thing on tbe move. I travelled the drun- 
kard's path until I became a confirmed 
sot. I would do anything to get money 
for bear. I remember once, I end my 
chum went stealing gams. We got on 
well the first night, told onr "eapVoiee," 
had a big drunk. This we repeated several 
times, and being crack ahota with onr 
rifles our victims always fell, We had 
both made up our minds never to be eau|* ' 
aa wa knew the lowest penalty was 
months in prison at bard labor. Wa went 
one night for tbe last time. It 
about dusk and we were- entering tbe 
woods, with our riflea thrown over 
our shoulders, I happened to look behind 
and behold the bead sergeant of the police 
about thirty yards from us.

That's all the respect I had for reli- 
gion and tha house of God. 

"1 went deeper end deeper into sin and 
vice. I spent nearly all I earned ha drink. 
often having narrow escapee. Once on 
my way boms I had to cross a river. Tha 
bridge was tcst narrow, and when I got 
to the middle of it, I over-balanced myself 
and went headlong into the river. Had it 
not been for aoma of my ehums who nulled 
me out, I should have drowned, fee I wag 
too drunk to get out myself. I was than 
twelve miles from noma, and the night waa 
very dsrk/thfly took aa to a bam, covered 
me op with ' straw, bud as the top ef it 
themselves, and we all went to sleep. 

"Another time, when on a drunken spree 
wa took refuge in an old empty house, 
slept all night on the bare floor, and woke 
ap nearly froaen to death. My chum went 
out into the backyard and set fire to a big 
stack of pea-straw and then invited me to 
oome and got a warm, which I did, and no 
■'■ m putting out the fire that nearly 
both 'to Kingston M. I nt so 
far that I loot all respect for myself. I 
got'ia with a crowd of desperate compan- 
ions, and we need to drink as much as five 
or six gallons of bear' on a Batarday sight.

tent-form and accepted the God whom wa 
bad so long rejected. God did save us 
that night, and forty mora u well. ' 

"Since that time Godhaa 'need mei in 
bringing many ft poor drunkard to Hiin- 
self, and a sister of mine has got convert- 
ed ibtough my letters to her. This is 
what salvation has dona for me, and God 
shall have the remainder of my life." 

We well remember that memorable 
night when Bill staggered to the penitent- 
form and cried for mercy with tha forty 
others, many of whom are ealvation sol- 
diers to this day. 

These men and many other similar cases 
are living epistles in our own community, 
men whose lives and conduct, since con- 
version, ought to convince theveriest in- 
S3el of the radical change wrought in their 

Those results are nowhere eohic red with- 
out bard work. The Army's methods ere 
difficult, in a sense, from a human stand- 
point.

But this cannot be, even aa JesuB Christ 
Himself worked and Libored, toiled, suffer- 
ed, bled and died for us, those who 
would be His followers mest ba willing to 
trace His footsteps.
